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BRAY WAR MEMORIAL

Yesterday Maior . General the Very 
Re J. M. Simms, C. B., C. M. G., 
attended Morning Service at the Pres- 
byvterian Church, Bray, on the occasion 
of the unveiling of two war memorial 
windows, and preached the sermon. There 
was @ crowded congregation, including a 
number of ex-Service men, who wore their 
decorations. The Service was most im- 
pressive, and the anthem : I know that My 
Redeemer liveth,” was sung by Madame 
Borel. 

General Simms, in the course of his 
sei mon, spoke of an evening in 1915 when, 
neal 2 pres, a conversation took place between 
himself and an Officer which had left an in- 
delible memory. What a disappointed man 
weuld that officer be with they saw 
to-day, he said. Their conversation had been 
ot the great changes that were to be wrought 
as the result of that war. had en 
af the new world that was to arise out of the 
old after that terrible trial. 

The officer had said that it would be an 
extraordinary time to live in. It would be 
so full of interest, and he wished that he 
had a chance of seeing those days which were 
to come.

DUBLIN YOUTH DROWNED IN 


FARM POND. 


“Death from drowning, believed to be acci« 
dental, was the verdict returned at Kil- 
loughter House, Ashford, Co. Wicklow, on 
Saturday evening, by a jury which inquired 
into the circumstances surrounding the tragic 
death of Philip og | aged twenty, eldest 
son of Mr. Cornelius Kennedy, Chairman of 
the Licensed Vintners’ and Gfocers 
tion, and Mrs. Kennedy, Wentworth .— 
Dublin. Superintendent Meehan, Wicklow, 
eo the authorities. 

r. C. Kennedy, father, stated that they 
had travelled by motor car on Good Frida 
to Killoughter ean, and at about 2 o’cloc 
the deceased left the house. They had ar- 
ranged to return to the city at 5 o'clock, but 
when his son did not return at that hour 
he went around the farm to look for him and 
sent word to a neighbour’s house. As his son 
had not yet returned at 6.46 o’clock he went 
around the pond at the farmyard and saw 
something dark in the water—a coat and 
sleeve. He did not think that it was his 
son’s body, but he got into the pond, which 
did not contain more than four feet of water, 
and then saw that the head was merged, 
and the body was that of his son. With 
assistance he got the body to the bank, as it 
was then apparent that the boy was dead. 
He had no idea how he came to be in the 
water. 

Mr. L. Cullen, juror, said that he and Mr. 
Byrne had noticed footmarks at the root of 
a sally tree, and thought that the deceased 
might have over-reached himself on the bank 
when looking for nests. 

i ent Meehan said that he was of 
the same opinion. He noticed that the root 
of a tree on the bank was broken. 

Dr. MacCormack, Wicklow, said that at 
8 p.m., when he arrived, the deceased had 
been some hours dead. He found no marks 
of violence on the body, but there were some 

t-mortem marks on the chest. In his 
2 the deceased fell heavily, striking his 
chest inst some object, such as the stum 
of a tree; and he imagined that the lad ha 
been knocked temporarily unconcious, that 
causing his death in the water. Death was 
due to asphyxia, caused by drowning.
